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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-10 and 12 are pending in the instant application. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
September 10, 2009 has been entered. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-10 and 12 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Rauchschwalbe et al. (US PGPUB 2001/0034453) in view of Merz et 
al. (Journal fur praktische Chemie, 1996, 672-674). 

The Examiner has considered the Applicant's traversal, and has found the 
traversal to be persuasive as the distillation step would occur after the reaction is 
discharged from the reaction zone and there is no proof in the prior art that the product 
is discharged from the reaction zone in the gaseous form. 

Therefore, the rejection is withdrawn.
